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I called on Foreign Minister Muniaf this evening at 2145 '-ours 
and gave him text of U,S. draft resolution to be submitted 
tomorrow morning in Council of QAS (Department Circular 
telegram 712) . I also was able to let him read text of 
resolution for Security Council which was received in 
Department Circular telegram 714 and will provide him 
copy tomorrow. Meanwhile USIS has distributed Spanish 
translation of President Kennedy 's speech. 

After careful reading of resolution suggested Department 
Circular telegram 712, Minister said that not only In COAS 
but throughout this crisis we could count on total (repeat 
total) Argentine support He said he had carefully gone 
over with President import of President Kenn edy f s letter and 
this had been discussed in full Cabinet, (j
